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MP Neil Parish defends 
NHS plans in healed debate 


MP NEIL Parish accused a Honiton resident of 
making spurious claims during a heated debate 
on privatisation of the NHS. 

Honiton Senior Voice (HSV) had invited the 
MP to a meeting on Friday, October 4th to dis¬ 
cuss “privatisation of healthcare”. 

The meeting quickly came to focus on a local 
non-emergency patient transportation contract 
awarded to private contractor NSL. 

Prior to the meeting HSV chairman Vic Bow- 
sher said: “We have real concerns about this.” 

The meeting was also attended by Caroline 
Dawe of New Devon NHS Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group and NSL account director Steve 
Roe. 

Ms Dawe explained that the new contract, 
which became effective on October 1st, would 
mean a vast improvement with a round the clock 
service every day of the year. 

She also said that the contract had been subject 
to a stringent tendering process. 

At this point all seemed well, but that changed 
when members of the public were allowed to 
speak and ask questions. 

Honiton resident Tony Simpson presented a 
dossier of news articles from around the country 
about NSL. 

It included accounts of patients not being 
picked up and calls for re-tendering of contracts 
awarded to NSL. 

Mr Simpson said: “This is the company now 
going to run our transports. 

“Privatisation of the NHS is increasing and it

is happening here in Honiton. I went to Mr 
Parish’s hustings and I didn’t hear anything 
about it. 

“This is a private equity company, and a very 
profitable one.” 

Mr Parish intervened and accused Mr Simpson 
of spouting “lots of spurious things”. 

But the assembled crowd responded by ap¬ 
plauding Mr Simpson, and HSV chairman Vic 
Bowsher asked the crowd: “Is it your desire that 
Tony carries on? 

The answer was a resounding ‘yes’. 

Mr Simpson continued his verbal assault by 
saying: “Services are outsourced to companies 
in it to make profit. 

“I say ‘no’. 

When Mr Parish eventually got to speak, he 
said: “I’m sure some of the early mistakes have 
been put right. 

“We need to give the company a chance. We 
will hold the provider to account. The idea of re¬ 
form is that we can deliver a better service. 

“Around the edges, yes, we are tinkering - but 
so was the last government. It is not a case of 
mass-privatisation. 

“I will be back in the not so distant future so 
you can hold me to account.” 

Nobody on the panel challenged the accuracy 
of reports in Mr Simpson’s dossier.

AXMINSTER 

Another road 
crash on A35 

FOUR people were taken to hospital after another 
road crash on the notorious A35 at Axminster. 

The accident happened near the Trinity Hill turn¬ 
ing just before 10.30am on Monday and involved two 
vehicles. 

One car ended up on its roof and emergency serv¬ 
ices rushed to the scene. 

The ambulance service had two rapid response 
cars and two ambulances at the scene, and a 
spokesperson said shortly after the accident: “A 
total of four people were injured. One patient was 
taken to hospital.” 

The person first taken to hospital was a pregnant 
woman. She was the driver of one of the cars in¬ 
volved, and was taken to hospital for what appears 
to have been precautionary checks. 

A police spokesperson later said that the other 
three casualties had eventually also been taken to 
hospital, with cuts and scrapes. 

The vehicles were recovered about two hours after 
the accident and the road was handed over to The 
Highways Agency, which set about clearing up the 
fuel spillages caused by the accident. 

A spokesperson for the fire and rescue service 
added: “On arrival crews found all persons to be free 
and clear of the vehicles. 

“Crews set about making the vehicles safe and ca¬ 
sualties were being treated by the ambulance serv¬ 
ice.” 

The accident happened only a short distance from 
the Hunters Lodge junction accident blackspot. 

Only a few weeks ago, Axminster Guildhall was 
packed when MP Neil Parish hosted a public meet¬ 
ing to reinforce calls for action. 

One of those attending was the son of a woman 
who died in accident at the Hunters Lodge junction 
earlier this year. 

Gerry Manning had travelled from surrey to attend 
the meeting, during which he said: “I owe it to my 
mum to change that junction.” 

His mother, 82-year-old Pamela Manning, was de¬ 
clared dead at the scene after the accident on May 
10 th . 

Her friend Paula Townsend died in hospital a week 
later. 

Those at the meeting heard that The Highways 
Agency had decided to ditch a plan of improvement 
work because it was based on outdated statistics. 

Instead, The Highways Agency is expected to pres¬ 
ent a revised plan in December.

MORE fireworks in the town council chamber in 
Seaton last week - although they turned out to 
be damp squibs in the end. 

Following the shock resignation of town clerk 
Mike Neale, much admired although he had only 
been in the job since June, the council called a 
special meeting to discuss the circumstances 
behind his resignation and the appointment of 
a replacement. 

As in all matters regarding staff, local councils 
invariably go into committee and exclude the 
public and press - that was me and two local 
people. 

I fully expected to be shown the door but for¬ 
mer journalist Tony Woodman, one of a minor¬ 
ity of councillors who actually has a mandate 
from the good citizens of Seaton as he was 
elected at a by-election (as opposed to the ma¬ 
jority who got in unchallenged at the last full 
election), did his best to persuade his colleagues 
to have their discussion in full council. 

No journalist likes to see elected public repre¬ 
sentatives discussing matters behind close 
doors, including me. 

But it is common practice for all local authori¬ 
ties to go into committee when discussing 
staffing matters and it is perfectly lawful for 
them to do so. 

SEATON 

Council search 
for new clerk 

SEATON Town Council has started the process of ap¬ 
pointing their third town clerk in two years - but the 
decision was not made without another bitter clash 
in the council chamber. 

A special meeting of the council was convened on 
Thursday of last week to discuss the shock resigna¬ 
tion of town clerk Mike Neale, who had been in office 
since June. 

In his letter of resignation, reported in last week’s 
Pullman’s View, Mr Neale said: “I am genuinely sorry 
to be leaving the position of clerk so soon but for 
some time I have struggled with many aspects of the 
role and not been comfortable with the circum¬ 
stances I find myself caught up in. 1 am committed to 
continuing my duties through my notice period and 
wish the council well for the future.” 

Town mayor Gaynor Sedgwick expressed her dis¬ 
appointment that Mr Neale had relinquished his post 
and paid tribute to his short service to the council. 

She said: “We are really sorry and disappointed to 
be losing Mike Neale. He has tremendous qualities 
and skills which we have benefited from. 

“Our staff and councillors will miss him and regret 
he is leaving us. However we wish him well.” 

At last Thursday’s special meeting, Councillor 
Sedgwick, in view of the “confidential nature” of Mr 
Neale’ resignation, moved a proposition that the 
press and public be excluded from the meeting, ex¬ 
plaining that the council’s standing orders stated 
that staffing matters should not be discussed in open 
council and that guidance had been sought from the 
National Association of Local Councils. 

She then put the proposition to the meeting, with 
the majority voting in favour of excluding the press 
and public, a decision strongly opposed by Councillor 
Tony Woodman. 

The council later issued the following statement: 
“Seaton Town Council held a full council meeting on 
Thursday, October 3rd to discuss the next steps fol¬ 
lowing the resignation of Mr Mike Neale, Town 
Clerk. Councillors discussed the way forward and it 
was agreed that a qualified locum clerk should be 
employed during the interim period and that we 
would advertise for a new Clerk. 

“Councillor Gaynor Sedgwick said: “We are very 
sorry to be losing Mike Neale, who in the short time 
he has been with the council has made some posi¬ 
tive changes. “ 


I know Tony well and have worked with him 
for a long time. He’s not the sort of chap to back 
down and will always say exactly what he 
thinks. His argument was that it’s the people of 
Seaton who pay the town clerk’s wages so they 
should know exactly why he resigned after just 
three months in the hot seat. 

And he’s perfectly in his right to ask why 
Seaton cannot keep a town clerk for more than 
a few months. 

Mike Neale’s statement issued after his resig¬ 
nation does not tell us much. He spoke about not 
“being comfortable” in his role and in the cir¬ 
cumstances in which he found himself. Read 
what you will into that. 

Tony lost the day over his bid to get a public 
discussion on the clerk’s resignation. It won’t be 
the last battle he loses in the council chamber, 
that’s for sure. 

However, it was good to read that the council, 
in their statement on the situation after their 
behind-closed-doors session, are committed to 
“serving the town and its people in the best way 
we can”. 

After all the bickering over the past few 
months, the people of Seaton will be looking to 
them to deliver on that promise.

Community Learning Centre

AT this time of year when the schools go back, Axminster 
loses its holiday feel, and people’s minds turn back to work. 

It is also the beginning of the learning year for LymeNet as 
our various qualification courses start up again, and as usual 
so many of our learners are from Axminster. 

Actually we hate to be thought of as a school, because one 
of the things we do best is to cater for people who found 
their education experience unhappy or unhelpful. Each year 
we teach over 250 people but our small classes and individu¬ 
alised tuition couldn’t be less like schools of yesteryear. 
Which is ironic since we are housed in an old school. 

Even the start dates for some courses are flexible, as we 
try to fit round people’s real life situation, some courses are 
in the evening. And looking around one of our classes you 
will not see the uniformly aged faces sitting in rows. We 
cater for people from all walks of life (and we sit around one 
big table). For instance the average age of our Maths stu¬ 
dents this year is 42. (Yes I can still ‘do’ averages!). Some 
need Maths for their future prospects but others want the 
challenge of overcoming something they found difficult in 
earlier life. Whilst we also offer English and IT qualifications, 
we often run all sorts of non-accredited courses for individu¬ 
als and groups and businesses, wishing to learn important 
computer-related skills....even how to Ebay, use a Mac, or 
Skype. 

This year LymeNet’s Lottery grant ends. We get regular 
visits from the Big Lottery to look at our paperwork and out¬ 
comes, and we have passed our examinations. They seem 
delighted with what we have delivered, the levels of satis¬ 
faction by our users and learners, and the changes we have 
made to people’s lives, in skills, self confidence, and qualifica¬ 
tions. Our pass rates are in the upper 90 per cent level. 

Our funding has also changed in other ways. We are de¬ 
lighted to still work with Dorset Adult Learning who fund 
many of our courses, so that some of our learners get them 
free. But we work with many people from Devon also. How¬ 
ever, with the changes in the school leaving age it seems we 
can no longer get funding for people who are still of school 
age. 


No more 'marathon’ meetings 


PLANS to restrict public speaking 
and streamline planning meetings 
have been drawn up by East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) officers. 

The plans, not yet passed, have 
been designed to avoid a repeat of 
marathon meetings lasting up to 13 
hours. 

Public speaking policy at all 
meetings is being reviewed, with 
special attention being given to the 
Development Management Com¬ 
mittee (DMC). 

The issue came to a head after the 
June 11th DMC meeting, which 
lasted 11 hours and saw committee 
members’ lunch break slashed 
from one hour to 20 minutes. 

Councillors appeared to agree 
that nobody would benefit from 
such a long meeting and councillor 
Douglas Hull (Axminster) raised 
the issue at Standards Committee 
on June 18th. 

At the time he said: “No council¬ 
lor or officer can stay fresh for that 
long and think clearly about plan¬ 
ning.”

Military man brings fitness classes to town 


IN RECENT years he has 
been used to training with 
the Territorial Army and in¬ 
structing Afghan soldiers, 
but now a Honiton man has 
brought his military fitness 
programme back home.

The classes are similar to 
circuit training and involve a 
variety of exercise routines 
based on real military train¬ 
ing ideas, tailored to suit all 
ages and abilities for 18s and 
over. 

Mr Hardy said: “All my in¬ 
structors are serving or ex¬ 
serving military physical 
training instructors. They’re 
taught to train large groups 
of people and get the best

out of them. 

“The aim is to compliment 
key military principles with 
enjoyable, relaxed and per¬ 
sonally challenging fitness 
training, regardless of your 
level of fitness or age.” 

The idea began in Ex¬ 
mouth in 2010 as a club for 
people who wanted to get in¬ 
volved in outdoor fitness but 
the concept snowballed as

Barracks in Exeter started 
turning up for extra sessions. 

Three years on, Southwest 
Military Fitness also runs 
sessions in Plymouth, Teign- 
mouth and now Honiton.

Honiton man's medals mission 


A HONITON man is on a mission to find homes 
for a handful of World War I Victory medals he 
has acquired. 

Tom Hirons, of Langford Avenue, recently 
returned one of the medals to the Membury 
History Society and now hopes to find the 
families of the remaining ones. 

His research has led him to uncover the sto¬ 
ries of soldiers from across the country, but 
Mr Hirons has now been able to trace one of 
the medals to a man who lived locally. 

It belonged to Private Frank Carnell who 
lived on Fore Street, Sidmouth, before he vol¬ 
unteered for service at the outbreak of war. 
He died a year before the end of the war, in 
August 1917. 

Mr Hirons said: “These are the ones that no¬ 
body wants because they’re not part of a col¬ 
lection, but they are still an important part of 
our history. 

“Collectors will buy them in pairs and trios 
and put them away in drawers but I believe 
they should go back home, if not to the fami¬ 
lies then to the towns and villages. 

“It’s important to me that they are remem¬ 
bered there, especially with the centenary 
coming up.” 


Unfortunately, many of the soldiers’ rela¬ 
tives Mr Hirons has approached have been 
less enthusiastic: “A lot of families just don’t 
want to know about it. 

“It’s very sad. It’s more the local villages and 
history societies I need to get in touch with 
now.” 

It is partly Mr Hirons’ own family history that 
has encouraged him to persist in his attempts 
to return the medals. 

His grandfather was involved in World War II 
at the age of 14 as a bugler aboard the HMS Il¬ 
lustrious, and survived the war against the 
odds. 

Mr Hirons has offered to sell the medals on 
at the price he paid for them and is keen to 
make contact with anyone who might be in¬ 
terested in helping to find them a home. 

He added: “It’s just about being interested in 
history really, but there is a feel-good factor 
about doing it. 

“I would love the help of someone from a 
local society or anyone with specialist knowl¬ 
edge on the subject. 

“I paid very little for the medals and there’s 
no profit in it at all. I’m simply trying to get the 
medals back home.”

Lipreading classes offer support 


A NEW initiative has begun in 
Honiton to help those living 
with partial hearing loss or 
deafness. 

The Honiton Lipreading 
Class meets at the Methodist 
Church in Chapel Street on 
Monday mornings and offers 
tuition in lipreading and sup¬ 
port for those with hearing dif¬ 
ficulties. 

The classes aim to reduce the 
feelings of isolation often felt 
by people with a loss of hear¬ 
ing by helping them to learn a 
practical skill which can be 
implemented in their daily 
lives. 

Ruth Bizley set up the 


classes in Honiton after suc¬ 
cessful responses in Sidmouth 
and Exeter where she also 
teaches lipreading. 

Mrs Bizley: “With lipreading 
you encourage people to make 
the most of what they’ve got 
and to make use of visual 
clues, like picking up facial 
expressions and gestures. 

“In classes I also talk about 
other equipment and services 
available, so it’s more than just 
the tuition. It’s really lipread¬ 
ing and hearing difficulty sup¬ 
port.” 

Lipreading is also consid¬ 
ered to be helpful in encourag¬ 
ing people with hearing 


difficulties to regain confi¬ 
dence and to reintegrate with 
the rest of society. 

Mrs Bizley added: “People 
often switch off or stop trying 
when they develop hearing 
difficulties. 

“Lipreading can stop them 
becoming isolated and help 
them to grow in confidence.”

A PUB in Beer has been recognised by the Taste Of 
The West food co-operative for the fourth year run¬ 
ning. 

The Seafood Platter won the silver award in the din¬ 
ing pub category, beating much larger competition in 
the process. It is the third successive year the pub 
has been awarded the runners up prize after it won 
the bronze in 2010. 

The pub’s owner Luke Hunt said: “It’s very pleasing 
to have the awards year after year. We are just a rus¬ 
tic little place and we have big hotels either side of us 
on Fore Street.” 

Established in 1991, the Taste of the West is the 
largest independent food group in the country and 
the leading co-operative for food and drink produc¬ 
ers in the South West. It aims to help food service 
and retail outlets source and supply quality local pro¬ 
duce. 

A commitment to locally sourced, sustainable food 
is one of the main reasons behind the pub’s contin¬ 
ued success. The Seafood Platter uses fish caught 
locally wherever possible and stocks beers brewed 
in the region as well as the occasional wine. 

Mr Hunt: “For 15 years we have been using sustain¬ 
able foods - it’s about conscience and quality. 

“The judges want to see that you are using fresh, 


local produce, with a low carbon footprint, which is 
sustainable for the local economy. It’s a very thor¬ 
ough process and it’s getting harder and harder to 
win.” 

In July last year the pub changed its name from the 
Barrel 0’ Beer to attract a broader range of cus¬ 
tomers and The Seafood Platter is now thriving. 

“We haven’t changed things dramatically since the 
name change but we are tweaking things here and 
there - one day we will have the gold!”

WITH sixty years of enthusiastic experience behind 
her, Mary Benger, the creator of Burrow Farm Gar¬ 
dens at Dalwood, is uniquely qualified to talk about 
gardening. 

In addressing Axminster Probus Club, where one of 
the requirements is to be retired, her subject, “Garden¬ 
ing Made Easier”, was entirely appropriate for mem¬ 
bers. 

At the meeting on October 1st she started by saying 
that the essence of enjoyable gardening is that it must 
be a pleasure; mindless chores and undue physical ex¬ 
ertion are to be avoided. 

For one who is such an enthusiast for plants it was 
mildly surprising that she was such an advocate of 
hard landscaping though, on reflection, entirely sen¬ 
sible. Paths allow easy access and act as a foil to the 
planting especially if a variety of materials is used. 

Just don’t use concrete, it causes drainage problems. 
Garden ornaments can add focus and interest to the 
planting schemes as can fences, pergolas and gates. 


Unlike some, Mary is not totally committed to or¬ 
ganic gardening and is prepared to use herbicides to 
control unwanted plants, though she is against the use 
of pesticides. 

Her ideas are to utilise shrubs and ground cover 
plants to reduce weeding though it is necessary to ex¬ 
ercise care in choice to ensure that over-vigorous va¬ 
rieties are avoided. 

The talk was concluded with suggestions for shrubs 
and perennial border plants which would give the 
maximum pleasure for minimum effort. The members 
went away fired up with ideas but Mary would no 
doubt agree that the ideal garden is a long-term proj¬ 
ect.

Prisoners were encouraged to 
lead purposeful lives; some with low educational standard 
were encouraged to learn to read and write, some going on 
to do Open University degrees which they had to pay for 
themselves, either through work or spomnsorship. 

Art played a huge part in rehabilitation, especially with 
the increasing number of prisoners with mental health is¬ 
sues.

“I’ve never felt it to be a 
burden of responsibility, 
it’s just something you do, 
things have to be right,” 
said Brian, who served for 
24 years with the forces 
and was a Regimental 
Sergeant Major. 

“It’s the military up¬ 
bringing,” he laughed. “If

something’s got to be 
done, it’s done.” 

His top tips? “Keep your 
beer lines clean, do them 
every week and do them 
properly, and make sure 
you’ve got the right-sized 
barrelage in for your 
turnover, it’s as simple as 
that. If you change a barrel 
every day, then your beer’s 
fresh every day. 

“Always have the right 
glass for the right beer, and 
make sure they’re clean.”

The Reverend Ian Kirby, Axminster, 
writes: The United Reformed Church ap¬ 
pointed a new Moderator of the South West¬ 
ern Synod last year and the Reverend Ruth 
Whitehead arrived in the synod in July from 
pastoral ministry in Cambridgeshire. 

She chairs her first meeting of synod on 
October 12th at Bridgewater where repre¬ 
sentatives from local churches in the synod 
will gather. Apart from this, the churches 
and ministers of the synod have been asked 
to begin a process of continuous review of 
their lives together, as they seek to discover 
the work that God is calling them to. 

The recent world news has been particu¬ 
larly grim, of course. Coming so soon after 
the Syrian crisis .We reflect on the aftermath 
of the attacks in Nairobi and Peshawar, and 
reflect on what the right response might be. 
We recall that Christianity has had blood¬ 
thirsty periods in its history, notably the 
events that gave John Foxe his Book of 
Martyrs. 

Archbishop Justin Welby has urged Chris¬ 
tians to pray for the terrorists who brutally 
killed at least 67 in Nairobi. He said that 'the 
captors' should be remembered in people's 
prayers, so they can see that violence 'won't 
have the last word'. He added that this is in 
line with Jesus Christ's teachings and that 
he had personally prayed for all involved in 
the mass killings. 

In Devon, Anglican lay ministers, known 
as readers, attended their annual licensing 
service in Exeter Cathedral on Saturday 
October 5th at 2.30pm.

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Two nights with a 
legendary band 


IT’S NOT very often you get the 
chance to watch a band and their 
tribute act counterparts in the 
same week, writes JAMES 
COLES. 

But that was the opportunity 
that presented itself when I 
caught Fleetwood Mac at Lon¬ 
don’s 02 Arena on Tuesday and 
Fleetwood Bac at Seaton Town 
Hall the following Saturday. 

And whilst those star crossed 
lovers Lindsey Buckingham and 
Stevie Nicks seemed to have en¬ 
tered a new found era of cordiality 
and civility at The 02, their dop- 
pelgangers in Seaton hammed it 
up, with ‘Stevie’ giving her ex 
looks that could kill and making 
barbed comments on his solo ca¬ 
reer in comparision to her own. 

I, for one, couldn’t resist the lat¬ 
ter's approach; there’s only so 
much on-stage hand-holding you 
can take, especially when the 
songs (as fantastic as they are) 
have the sort of venomous bite as, 
say, ‘Go Your Own Way'. 

“Shacking up is all you wanna 
do”? I’m surprised the real Stevie 
didn't look as angry as her on¬ 
stage clone in Seaton. 

No matter how many times 
she's heard it, no matter how 
much her bank balance has in¬ 
creased since it was written -1 bet 
she still hates that song. 

But, believe it or not, there’s 


more to Fleetwood Mac than The 
Stevie and Lindsey Show - al¬ 
though there's no denying the 
current line-up of the real band re¬ 
lies on that dynamic. 

Not so with Fleetwood Bac. 
They returned to the Peter Green- 
led blues era of the band for three 
numbers, whilst the biggest dif¬ 
ference was the inclusion of a car¬ 
bon copy Christine McVie, making 
for a tribute to the much loved Ru¬ 
mours line-up of the band. 

Such classics as ‘You Make Lov¬ 
ing Fun’, ‘Say You Love Me’, 
‘Everywhere’ and ‘Little Lies’ - un¬ 
played by the real band for years - 
take the setlist to another level. 

And although the following two 
nights at The 02 did include a 
much heralded cameo by the real 
Christine on ‘Don’t Stop’ - her first 
appearances with the band for 15 
years - there’s no doubt the 


group's fans would be overjoyed if 
she returned to the band full time. 

As for Fleetwood Bac, they 
seem to have nailed the sound, 
the choice of songs people want 
to hear and the right balance of 
on-stage banter and in-jokes. Still 
not sure on the afro wig option for 
‘Lindsey’, but you can’t have it all, I 
guess. 

You can’t genuinely compare an 
evening with one of the greatest 
bands of all time to a tribute group 
- no matter how good they are. 

But I have to say Seaton Gate¬ 
way offers a great night out. You’ll 
get a better view than from just 
about any seat at The 02, the 
beer’s cheaper (a lot cheaper) and 
you won't have to remortgage 
your house to get a ticket. Next 
time there's a band playing there - 
tribute or otherwise - go check it 
out.

Like Dickens, he had a keen ear for comedy as well as 
tragedy, and his articles were hugely popular in his newspaper 
and were eventually published in book form as London 
Labour and the London Poor - still in print today.

Majesty Queen Victoria; and with Jimmy Shaw, owner of the 
finest ratting pub in London Town. He talked with street 
traders and entertainers - sellers of wild birds and water cress, 
comedians and acrobats. Their stories, told in their own 
words, are moving, funny, sad, astonishing - sometimes all 
at the same time.

Hamilton will introduce audiences - through story, song and 
High Drama - to Sallemantro the Snake and Sword Swal¬ 
lower, a Shipwrecked Mariner who isn’t what he seems to be, 
Fallen Women, the Malevolent and Melodramatic Secrets of 
Bluebeard’s Castle, countless rats and one royal bed bug.

Susan Fitz-Gibbon, President of ARLA, said: “The 
PRS can offer fantastic flexibility for renters and by 
observing a few simple guidelines, tenants can en¬ 
sure any move between properties is as smooth as 
possible, whether they use a Letting Agent or not. 
“Thinking about things like final bills ahead of mov¬ 
ing day will ensure there are no loose ends for ei¬ 
ther tenant or landlord, and should reduce the 
potential for disputes further down the line. Re¬ 
member that a clear, detailed inventory, which is 
agreed by tenant and landlord, can go a long way 
to easing the moving process. The provision of an 
inventory is not mandatory, so it's always worth 
checking if one is provided before signing for a new 
rented property." 

ARLA has the following tips for renters moving 
home: 

Stay in touch - Be sure to inform your bank, em¬ 
ployer and friends that you're about to change ad¬ 
dress to avoid missing any important post or 
dropping off Christmas card lists! Leave your for¬ 
warding address and telephone number with the 
landlord/new tenant in case anything urgent is de¬ 
livered to your previous home. 

Settling up - Before you leave a rental property, 
make sure meter readings have been taken. This 
will allow them to send a final bill, which a landlord 
or agent may ask to see, along with proof of pay¬ 
ment, before you can get your deposit returned!. 
Clearing out - Remember that a rented property 


should always be left clean and tidy at the end of 
the tenancy. If an inventory was taken when you 
moved in, be sure to check the state of individual 
rooms against this and move furniture back to its 
original position to reduce the chance of deposit 
disputes arising. 

If a formal inventory wasn't complied upon moving 
in, it is always prudent to leave a property as tidy 
as tidy as possible on moving out days and to take 
timed/dated photos as evidence of your clear-up 
efforts.
